The Government of India has re- 
moved all restrictions on the export of 
wheat and other grains which have 
been enforced since 1915. 


On Oct. 3 the Parliament at Dublin 
passed by a large majority the clause 
of the new Irish constitution contain- 
ing the oath of allegiance.

Statistics published in the News 
Letter of the Dominion Dairy and Cold 
Storage Branch show that Canada ex- 
ported to Britain during the year end- 
ing June 30th last, 1,646 tons of but- 
ter and 58,674 tons of cheese. Ex- 
ports of butter to the Mother Country 
from Australia, New Zealand, Den- 
mark and the Argentine all exceed 
Canada’s exports in quantity, but New 
Zealand alone exceeds our exports in 
cheese, In the month of July, this 
year, Canada’s exports of butter to 
the United Kingdom were 44,964 long 
hundredweights. compared with 2,347 
hundredweights in the corresponding 
month Ifist year and 907 hundred- 
weight the year before. The export 
of cheese fell off considerably ,being 
139,868 hundredweight compared with 


214,568 hundredweight in July last 
year.

The Review shows that be- 
tween the years 1793 and 1816, Great 
Britain advanced a total of £58,000,-

tain, £58,000,000, direct subsidies ac- 
counted for about £50,000,000, which

In 1817, however, the total due in 
respect of the Austrian loans of 1795 
and 1797 reached nearly 1944 millions, 
and a convention was finally reached 
in 1823, by which Austria ~agreed to

Controlling the Weather 


Claime Put Forth By Inventors and 

Scientists Have Come to Nought 

Three or four years ago a Sheflleld 
workingman claimed to be putting the 
finishing touches to an instrument to 
enable him “to focus beams of ether 
oscillation” afid so control the weath- 
er, Unfortunately, the instrument 
could not have been so perfect as he 
thought, for nothing further has been 
heard of it. Before that a Leeds 
scientist had come to the conclusion 
that it was “within the scope of hu- 
man possibility to prevent disastrous 
cyclones, hurricanes and storms, and 
even to improve permanently the 
weather of the British Isles.’ ’ The 
idea was the production of an instru- 
ment enabling the operator to collect 
or dissemble the molecules which 
form the atmosphere, securing the de- 
gree of density desired and so arrang- 
ing the best weather required for any 
district or seasonal occupation. More 
than twelve years ago Sir Oliver 
Lodge demonstrated that fog could be 
dispelled by electricity, 
process was too costly for adoption 
generally.

Birds Keep Below Clouds

Oat Hulls Dangerous 
To Feed Live Stock 


Oat hulls con‘ain very little nutyi- 
tive material forthe feeding of live 
stock and are exceedingly difficult to 
digest, pOInts ou Cirlular No, 11, 
just issued by the Seed Branch of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture.

-These thoughts are engendered by reading the report of the latest United 
States census figures which reveal the astounding and alarming fact that ap- 
proximately 1,000,000 children between the ages of ten and fifteen years, out 
of a totak of. twelve million children of those ages, are engaged in work. 
This is child labor with a vengeance in one of the world’s most highly civiliz- 
ed and prosperous countries, and a country which has long boasted of its great 
national public school system. 

What does it mean to the future of the United States, and of the world, 
to have one out of every twelve of its children between the’ ages of ten and 
fifteen engaged in gainful occupations instead of being in school? One arous- 
ed United States paper, which. admits that statistical figures are cold, unin. 
teresting things, seeks to pres@ht the matter in another light It says: 

“One -milllon under-priviliged children, destined. to grow to be under- 
priviliged men and women, to recruit the ranks of the half-witted, the gunmen, 

“the incompetent and the criminal. ; 

“One nfillion voters less capable of exercising the great function of the 
ballot because of poor equipment for reasoning power and decision. 

“One million dwarfed intellects to be the easy prey of prejudice, class 
consciousness and hatreds. Under-sized minds that will fatten the purses of 
the crafty and the conscienceless. 

“One million.prospects for the 1.W.W.’s, the Bolsheviki; and the other ex- 
ponents of half-baked theories.of government. 

“One million people whose darkened minds will inevitably plll down the 
standard of art, music, drama, and life in all its ramifications, 

“One million little folk, at heart innocent of all these and other dire por- 
tents for their country, with a real and just grievance against the one hundred 
million who permit this immeasurable folly of child labor to continue.” 

And this paper might have added: “One million prospective fathers and 
mothers of the next generation weakened, not alone in mind, but in body for 
the discharge of their great God-given duties and responsibilities.” 

Fortunately, conditions in Canada are vastly better and in these Western 
Provinces compulsory school attendance laws, rigidly enforced, operate to 
largely remove this.child labor menace. Nevertheless, cases-are by no means 
lacking where parents strive on one pretext-or another to keep Meir children 
from gchool to do work about the farm or home. These short-sighted parents 
seem to think the immediate and rather puny labor of their children is or 
greater value ‘than thelr permanent: equipment for life’s work and future 
citizenship. 

Recently, in one of these Western Canadian Provinces the school attend- 
ante age was raised by one year, but only after a rather vigorous fight, while 
the proposal of a. two-year advance in order to include all children up to 16 
years was rejected, 

Yet surely the whole intellectual and economic life of the country would 
be bettered and strengthened if children were given a maximum equipment 
for their life's work. Our greatest asset should be encouraged and develop- 
ed; not restricted and retarded.

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France Needs Wheat 


Thie Year's Crop ts Insufficient for 
Annual Requirements 

France's wheat 
more than one-fourth short of last 
year’s production and nearly one-third 
under the customary annual require- 
ments, according to Statistics issued 
by the Ministry of Agriculture. ‘The 
rye crop-is also insufficient, but oats 
and barley are more abundant than 
last year. 


The wheat yield is estimated at 64,- 
000,000 quihtals, as compared with 88, 
000,000 last year and the country’s 
normal requirements of 94,000,000. 
This is due to a reduction of 600,000 
acres in the area planted, the small 
yield per acre and bad weather. 


Preliminary purchases abroad al- 
ready amount to 7,000,000 quintals. 
These were bought in Canada and the 
United Statgs at less: than the prices 
prevailing in Paris, For the last 
month, France has been living on 
her old reserves because of the late 
harvest, so actually there is only 
eleven months to cover. It is esti- 
mated, therefore, that the shortage 
would haye been only 24,000,000 ‘quin- 
tals and as 7,000,000 were bought 
abroad, there remains needed 17,000,- 
000 quintals. 

But no difficulty is 
the wheat exporting countries such 
as Canada are ‘believed to have a 
surplus of 50,000,000 quintals above 
the needs of Europe, where the aver- 
age shortage is 15 per tent.

The Canadian Seed Growers’ Aseo- 
ciation constitutes an organization of 


experienced seed growers, many, if 
not most, of whom devote their prin- 
cipal éfforts toward the multiplying 


and ‘maintaining in 
productiveness the “Elite” stock seeds 
that are produced bys éxpeM plant 
breeders who are for the most ‘part 
employed in connection with Govern 
ment Experiment Stations, both Fed- 
eral and Proviricial. Seed: growers 
who are operating under the direction 
of the association have come to be re- 
garded as the important 'connecting 
link between the plant breeder and 
farmers in general. . Without the ser- 
vice of our growers of registered seed, 
it is reasonable to conclude that much 
of the excellent results derived from 
the work of plant breeders. would be- 
come dissipatéd and, in consequence, 
farmers in general would not receive 
the full benefit from their work. 

Heretofore, local demand.for regis- 
tered seed absorbed a large proportion 
of the total quantity produced within 
the district where if was grown. The 
secretary, by means of an annuhl cata- 
logue and replies to inquiries, has 
been able to supply a marketing in- 
telligence service which in most years 
enables seed growers to distribute 
their registered and other good seed. 
The recent enlargement of the plan 
for registration has made it practic: 
able to develop seed production cen- 
tres with quite extensive acreage ol 
seed crop under superior conditions of 
soil and cultural practices that are 
particularly favorable to the kind of 
crop. Thus the total production of 
Registered seed and of Extra No. 1 
seed wi from registered seed, has 
been, and is being, increased in geo- 
metric ratio as compared With ten 
years ago. It is important that effec- 
tive measures be adopted to ensure 
the efficient distribution and the gen- 
eral use of all the best quality of seed 
produced by our growers, and in addi- 
tion that any surplus remaining in 
favorable years of production be made 
available for export. Our best qnali- 
ties Of northern grown seeds have 
come to be highly regarded in many 
of the States to the south. 

Unfortunately, because of the want 
‘of proper organization, the distribu- 
tion of Registered seed, and of Extra 
No.-1 grade of seed which is grown 
from registered seed, has not been 
fully satisfactory. It was this fact 
Rt to the passing of a resolution at 

e.presemt annual meeting of the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Association, 
recommending the formation of organ- 
izations for assembling, cleaning, stor- 
ing, financing ahd marketing of su- 
perior quality seeds of all kinds of our 
staple crops; and that, pending the 
organization of a Canadian Seed Grow- 
ers’ ¢ rative Association, the Seed 
Purchasing Commission be given au- 
thority to provide a service for selling 
the surplus of such seed. 

The constitution and charter of the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Association 
do not provide the authority neces- 
sary to enable i, to enter into the field 
of merchandising-on behalf of its 
members. Being supported in part 
by the Government, it woyjd be quite 
improper for that association to en- 
ter into competition with private com- 
panies engaged in the seed business, 
The Government now has one fairly 
well established and experienced or- 
ganization. for the merchandising of 
seed grain, the Seed Purchasing Conr- 
mission, and inagmuch as trading ts 
not generally regarded as a proper 
function of a Government, it is to be 
expected that as soon as co-operative 
endeavors in the assembling and dis- 
tribution of good seed have become 
sufficiently well developed to meet the 
very real needs of agritulture, parti- 
cularly in the prairie provinces, the 
operations of the Seed Purchasing 
Commission may thereafter be discon- 
tinued as a Governmental institution.

Extra No. 1 seed at 
Winnipeg, Port Arthur and Toronto. 
Their advantage to the seed growers 
and their pronounced benefits to far- 
mers in general have been, and will 
continue to be, so obvious, that we 
may: be reasonably sure of their early 
development at all centres where they 
are really needed and without. the 
Canadian seed growers doing more 
|than demonstrating their usefulness 
and the sound economy of their de- 
Wiopment and operation on the basis 
of service at cost. These special 
seed cleaning and distribution ware- 
houses ought not to becdme a publfe 
charge, and assuredly will not become 
a public charge unless, as frequently 
happens, their development gains a 
momentum in excess of requirements, 
with the result of having warehouses | 
where they ollght not to be estab- 
lished.

Major West had a varied career 
with the force, actingin many capaci- 
ties during his long service. ~ The 
history and traditions of the force 
appealed fo him, and after studying 
medicine in London, the Major came 
to Canada in 1888 and immediately 
joined the Mounties. He graduated in 
medicine and surgery in the North 
West Territoriés and six years later 
he came to Prince Albert for the first 
time with the rank of hospital ser- 
geant. | 

In 1900 he was appointed medical 
officer at the time when the Doniinion 
Government made its treaty with the 
Indians in the Athbasca country and 
the following year he had charge of 
the R.C.M.P, in the Peace River 
country. During this period he was 
for long practically cut off from civil- 
ization, receiving mail only about once 
a year. Mrs. West, a niece of the 
late Senator. T. O. Davis, and a 
daughter of Col. C. BE, A. Patterson,

Earliest Idea of Moving Pictures 


Englishman Has Traced Growth From 
Time of Confucius 

The earliest idea of a moving pic- 
ture was recorded in the time of Con- 
fucius, the Chinese philosopher who 
lived 500 years’ before Christ: At 
least this ig the deduction drawn from 
his studies into the question by Will 
Day, a. well-known figure in the Eug- 
lish film worfd, who has exhibited 1» 
London a collection of relics and 
machines tracing the growth .of the 
moving pictures from the first primi- 
tive idea to its present form. 

The “shadow shows” of the time 
of ‘Confucius are the first of all 
known endeavors to present animated 
pictures. From this early time, how- 
ever, there was a long period of in- 
activity in development, for the next 
record of progressive achievement -is 
found in 1646,.when Athanasius Kir 
cher published a book in Latin en- 
titled “Ark Magnalycus et Umbrae,” 
in which a description and illustration 
is given of a moving picture which 
the author had evolyed with mirrors 
and a tallow candle for illuminant.

Muy- 
bridge used, to settle the controv 
ersy, between two American million- 
aires on the Alo Palto racecourse as
